FEMALE CHAIN GANG. 


Women of a Certain Claw Pnt to Work 


on til* 6ire«te. 


An innovation in police circles has 


recently been made by the officials of 
Jackson, Miss., which is nothing more 
or less than tbe establishment of a fe- 
male chain gang. The city is full to 
overflowing with negro women who 
never think of striking a lick of work 
or of earning an honest penny. It is 
to such that tbe police have determined 
to devote some of their energies, and 
the consequence is that a dozen or more 
are now engaged in working on the 
streets under the direction of a special 
officer. 


They are given the lightest of work 


possible, and so far have only been em- 
ployed in cutting down grass and weeds 
and cleaning out the gutters in the resi- 
dence portion of the city. The experi- 
ment has been noted by most of the 
papers of tbe state, -W'th rpoommpmla- 
tjpns to *bc-ir local governments to tiy 
the scheme, eo that the probability is 
that in a short time the majority of 
cities and larger towns will have what 
Jackson calls her female chain gang.—

Prince 
Oscar, besides be.ibg a good singer, is an 
eihortcr of moving force and always 
stirs np his audiences to religions en- 
thusiasm. 


Tbe princess was tbe daughter of a 


Norwegian gentleman of English anry>«- 
t<Pf »n«1 hfta «lw*»va r^O" T"H":CUiZ~ i" 
clined. Before his marriage tbe prince 
was a commodore in the Swedish navy, 
and while always of serious bent was 
much like other young naval officers in 
his walk of life. The prince and the 
princess are of tbe Lutheran persuasion. 
While the marriage of Prince Osoar to 
Miss Ebba Munck was not popular with 
the royal family, it was with the peo- 
ple, and when the happy pair went to 
Christiansand, the chief port of Nor- 
way, they were received with a great 
popular demonstration, and all tbe ship- 
ping iu tbe harbor was decorated with 
flags. Prince Oscar's grandmother was 
a daughter of Eugene, the son of the 
Empress Josephine by her first husband, 
the ViEcount de Beaubarnais. Prince 
Oscar was married in 1888. He and his 
wife are on friendly terms with the roy- 
al family, though their evangelistic 
work is not looked upon with favor, as 
some members of the family think it is 
not dignified for a prince to go about 
the country holding revival meetings. 


When it was proposed to Prince Oscar 


that his marriage with Miss Mnnck 
would be a morganatic one, he refused 
absolutely and abrogated his place 
among the princes of royal blood. He 
said he would be Prince Bernadotte, as 
his great-grandfather, 
the private of 


marines, was, after he had carved out 
bis principality of Ponte Corvo with his 
sword. So tbe king, by royal proclama- 
tion, transformed him from Prince Os- 
car of Sweden into Prince Bernadctte. 
The prince was born in 1859, and the 
princess is a year older. Five years ago 
the Grand Duke of Luxemburg made 
him Count of Wisborg. The prince's 
mother is a sister of the Grand Dnke 
of Luxemburg and he approved of tho 
match.—New York Press.

But the work 
done was nut, in fact, the making of a 
new channel, but the digging out of an 
old cue, the irrigating caual made by a 
civilized people that lived uud flourished 
and departed before recorded American 
history began. That there was a time 
when this wide valley, now being again 
redeemed to man, was a garden of 
plenty, teeming with inhabitants, is 
shown by tbe extensive and regular sys- 
tem of broad canals leading from the 
river, through which water for irrigat- 
ing was conveyed for centuries. With 
drifting sand and earth these canals 
still are plainly indicated on tbe face of 
the ground, and so skillfully were they 
planned and built that mnriorn pn£ir>»*r- 
ing science appLed to irrigation can do 
no better than retrace their conrsn and 
restore them. What race laid out the 
canals and bnilt the towns whose ruins 
are strung along the valley is a ques- 
tion not yet settled by archaeologists. 
Aztecs or Toltecs, or each in their turn, 
probably tarried here in their centuries 
long southward to the valley of Mexico, 
and the rains may be of an older people 
than either of them. " — Mining and Sci- 
entific Press.

BULLET PROOF CLOTH. 


Experiment* Prove the Rpiitttnf Power 


of Zeglen Clotb* 


The Fourth United States infantry 


has been-experimenting with the Zeglen 
cloth for protection against bullets, the 
invention- of a monk of the order of 
Resurrectionists. A piece of the cloth 
consisting of five layers, 24 inches by 
15, and 1% inches in thickness, was 
affixed to a silhouette target represent- 
ing the figure of a man. Firing began 
at 400 yards with the Krag-Jorfeensen 
rifle. The steel cased ball used in this 
weapon has a remarkable penetrating 
power. At a distance of 600 yards it 
has gone through 32 inches of solid oak 
and has imbedded itself 27 inches in 
packed sand. At 500 yards it has pierced 
a cadaver. The Zfglen cloth offered a 
stout opposition to the famous Krag- 
Jorgensen rifle bullet however. Wheu 
the cloth covered target was struck at a 
range of 400 yards, Colonel Hall, from 
his post behind tbe butts, was surprised 
to«ee that the bullet had gone uo tartuer 
than the first layer of cloth and had 
flattened out like a piece of putty. Tlu1 
marksmeu drew 100 yards nearer awl 
fired again. Tho bullet broke through 
to the second layer of the cloth and was 
again found to bo shapeless, as though 
it had come into contact with steol. At 
SOO yards tho bullet went through four 
layers, lodging ia the fifth.

office at Dawson City, appoint a post- 
master, and make it au international 
exchange office. They then agree to 
carry sll the mails of the United States, 
one trip a month, from Dawson City to 
Dyea, the United States agreeing in re- 
turn to carry all the Canada mails from 
Victoria, B. C., to Dyea. The postoffice 
department is to pay the Canadian post- 
office the sum which it asked from 
Canada if the United States was to 
provide for the transportation of the 
mails. 


This is regarded as an exceptionally 


fair proposal. 
It will give tho United 


States two mails a mouth to Daweou 
City, as there is already a monthly con- 
tract in force running from Dyea to 
Circle City via Dawson City.

Twenty- third Ohio Veteran Volunteer 
infantry is being held, with President 
McKinley and other distinguished men 
present. 


The scene is an Inspiring one, and 


when the history of this regiment is 
known it is not surprising that th« 
«vent should have 'been made to far 
overshadow any other regimental re- 
union ever held. 


Ordinarily the reunion of a regiment 


is a very commonplace affair, which 
receives but a passing notice. In this 
case it is different, because the Twen- 
ty-third was one of the most famous 
regiments of the rebellion for many 
reasons, one of which is that it con- 
tained two men who have since been 
elect«d to the presidency of the United 
States—Rutherford B. Hayes and Wil- 
liam McKinlev. 


It was famous also as a fighting reg- 


iment, as evidenced 'by the long list of 
killed and wounded in regular battle. 
The regiment was fortunate in having 
for its colonels at the beginning of the 
war two 
noted graduates of West 


Point—Wiliiam S. Rosecrans and E. 
Parker Scammon—and had a total of 
2,400 members on its rolls from June 
11, 1861. to muster-out July 26, 1865, 
recruited from nearly every county in 
the state.

realizing its importance:

Cleveland, O., which, fully paid 
for bjr the members of the regiment, 
was dedicated at Cleveland the last of 
July, immediately on the arrival of the 
regiment at Cleveland, after being mus- 
tered out at Cumberland, Md.. on July 
26. 1S65. 


Many large and more costly monu- 


ments hare been erected-, but none 
which were conceived as early on what 
was the bloodiest battlefield of the war, 
or which were paid for entirely by 
members of the regiment while still 
serving in the war for the Union. 


Commissary 
Sergeant 
MoKlnley's 


promotion to second lieutenant was 
recommended by Colonel Hayes. 


He served on the persona) staff of 


Generals Hayes, Crook. Hancock and 
Carroll, in the order named, in the 
years 1864 and 1S65. 


No sketch of theTwenty-third would 


be complete without a reference to 
L.UCJ- Webb Hayes. At the breaking 
out of the war of the rebellion' her 
family consisted of her husband, her 
mother, two brothers and four little 
boys. Her husband and both of her 
brothers 
immediately 
entered 
the 


army, and from that time until the 
close of the war her home was a ref- 
uge for wounded sick and furloughed 
soldiers going to or returning from the 
army. She spent two winters in camp 
with her husband while he was colonel 
of the Twenty-third Ohio. 


The members of the Twenty-third 


first saw her at the camp of instruc- 
tion at Colunvbus in June and July, 
1861, Saw tier as they marched to take 
the cars for their first campaign in 
West Virginia. From that date until 
the dedication of Ute regimental monu- 
ment in Woodland cemetery in IS 
they were conscious of her unremit- 
ting ,eCorts for their comfort and their 
benefit. 


They well remember tier numerous 


risks ta thf> camps in Virginia, the 
lieht thit accompanied her, the cheery- 
joyous nature which softened 
every 


heart; the happy effect of th« glowing 
face and sweet voice by the side of tho 
wounded or the homesick boy. She 
was the ideal mother; so when her 
baiby boy died in camp th« whole regi- 
ment mourned with her, and provided 
a guard to carry the remains lovingly 
to Ohio for interment. 


She was at home during the bloody 


Antietam campaign in JSG2, in which 
the Twenty-third suffered so severely 
her own 
husbjiid 
being s-mon^ the 


wounded. With what promptitude she 
made her way to the scene of action 
with what energy she prosecuted her 
search for days through the various 
hospitals for her hiisliand. and then 
when he was found how unselfishly 
were her ministrations bestowed up 
all who suffered. 
She remained until 


the other wounded members ft the rcpr- 
iment were able to be moved to Ohio; 
then, after the farewell visit to the 
battlefield, she started for Ohio with 
the convalescing officers and men of 
the regiment, aceomp.niert hy one as- 
sistant, and succeeded in placing them 
in their homes after a memorable trii>. 


She afterward spent the winters vi* 


1S82-63 and 18G3-64 with the regiment 
in camp, only leaving after the regi- 
ment had started on the memorable 
Sheridan campaign in 1864, when, with 
the sick, wounded and noncombatants. 
she returned to Ohio, the regiment be- 
ing cheered by the farewell in her own 
rich tones, which were wafted to them 
as they ascended the mountains of 
Virginia. And at the, close, when the 
plaudits of a grateful people greeted 
the returning veterans in the capital— 
tfce cipital of a nation Indeed—she 
was there witnessing the bearing of 
her own brave boys in t!»e glowing 
pride of a true mother. 


The soldiers w?re all great favorites 


of hers, and as an illustration of their 
love nothing more beautiful can show 
it than the silver plate presented to 
her by the members of the Tw»nty- 
third regiment, Ohio Veteran Volun- 
teer infantry, at the time of her silver 
weddme, which was celebrated at the 
White House in 1S77. At the top of tho 
plate Is tho representation of the tat- 
tered regimental flags and tho dates 
1S52-1S77.

tuck beau tbe Klondike with his pock- 
et* fall of nuggets, hut pane foil of 
drafts and five timw a millionaire, and 
bin experiences in the froaoo goldfieldt 
form the moot thrilling and engraving 
story that has y«t oome down from the 
Yukon country, 


Phinentar became a gold king in 15 


month* He west west with money he 
earned sawing wood. He was backed 
by two strong armi, a brave heart and 
a constitution as tough aa a knot He 
ran a race with death over glaciers, 
crags and passes, through raging riven, 
canyons aad rapids, into frozen lakes, 
killing itcnas, innrderona insects and 
pests, past starvation, along yawning 
chasms and under avalanches. It is bis 
verdict that a man who stands the ven- 
ture earns all be gets. He pities the 
men who have dared to try the trip. He 
will be surprised if one-quarter of the 
crowd that has started gets through 
alive. He expects to find the trail from 
Dyea to Dawson strewn with dead 
when he goes again in March. 


This man's story sounds like the tales 


from books of adventure where fact has 
so place. He tcld it the other night to 
some men who were preparing to start 
for the goldfield. They went home con- 
verted. 


Built For the Jonrney. 


Phiacator looks the sort of a man 


built for this journey. He is short, 
stocky and weighs 330 pounds. 
He 


has a sharp, clear eye — an eye of a man 
that would shoot rather than be shot. 
His upper lip curls up in an expression 
of recklessness. His. hair is jet black. 
His neck is short He walks with a 
swagger, shakes hand with a hard tug, 
takes bis bracers straight, wears the 
big; white hat of the west When he 
talks, he looks squarely at one, and his 
talk has the ring of rough honesty. 


Here is the way he tells his story: 
V'ltwa* the Klondike or die a year 


ago in February. The chances were ten 
to one I wonld never come home, and 
in view of the cheerful outlook I came 
to Baroda and Chicago to say good by to 
my friends aad relatives. It seemed a 
big risk, but I had come to the conclu- 
sion to risk all I had as well as my life 
in one last try for a gold mine. Yon 
see, I had bad years of roughing it and 
mew exactly what I wanted to take 
along. There didn't seem to be any oth- 
er man who wanted to go with me, eo 
one cold day I stood alone on the Seat- 
tle wharf, about the only white man 
bound to Juneau. 
"It is easy to Jtinean. The business of 


the journey begins right at this point, 
or it did at least with me I picked np 
a fellow on the boat who was pretty 
brave, and we joined forces. There was 
but little accurate and detailed informa- 
tion about the country, but what little 
there was I had. It was all a blind 
chance, so far as I was concerned, bar- 
ring the fact that some of the books 
said there was gold in Alaska for the 
mere finding. It did not take long for 
me to conclude that the books were all 
wrong. It looked for about six months 
that it wcnld be great lack if we get 
out with only so much as cur lives. 


"The trip from Jttneau to Dyea was 


made in a small boat The weather was 
bad. The waves ran over the little 
thing, filling it with water almost as 
fast as all hands could bail it out This 
was a mighty hard hundred miles, but 
it was a patch of roses in comparison 
with what came a few days later. 


The Start for the Goldflelda. 


"Dyea was nothing but a dock and a 


few Indian huts. Charles Fifer, a wan- 
derer from Wisconsin, vcas in the settle- 
ment, and wfteu I told him what I was 
going to do he concluded to take a baud 
in the game. 
My baggage contained 


enough food for two years, tools which 
would be needed in case we wanted a 
boat and a miner's outfit 
There was 


but little traffic over the mountain at 
that time, and the Indians were secured 
at a reasonable rate to do the packing. 
We started. 


"It went all right for the first two 


days, the only danger being in crossing 
ravines and crevices filled with snow. 
The third day it snowed — snowed as it 
snows no other place bat in Alaska. No 
one can tell or imagine its terribleness. 
It is not possible to see your hand at 
arm's length. There is nothing to do 
but to get on the lee side of a drift, roll 
up in blankets and rest on the sleds un- 
til the tempest passes. A tent is whip- 
ped into shreds in a minute or sent tear- 
ing into the canyons. A fire was out of 
the question, and we ate canned cieats 
that were frozen solid. 


"The sides of the mountains and gla- 


ciers are so steep that in many places 
all a stout man can handle is 100 
pounds. There are days in which five 
miles is a good record. The way they do 
is to take part of the supplies about five 
nnlea ahead and leave them on the side 
of the trail whilo they go back for tbo 
rest. There is not a minute from Dyea 
to Lake Lindeman when a man is not 
more likely to die or be killed than he 
is to get along. 


Cmtlt «u Eillier Hand. 


"We were caught in another snow- 


Ftorm in tba middle of Crater lake. The 
ice was beginning to break np. It was 
fall of air holes. There was constant 
danger that we woo Id plunge into one 
of these if we went iibead, and as great 
danger that wo would be snowed under 
if we rnmped. It was almost a face to 
; lace proposition with death, and no one, 
1 not. even an Indian, slept during that

|«50 for SO pounds, but it had no price 
with me when I saw the poor wretches 
who were thinned down to skeletons. 
They were going back I iiever beard 
whether they got oct cr not. 


Build* a Ship For the Trip. 


'"Lake Bennett was where we built 


cur boat. Th» Indians brought down 
dm logs, while I sawed them into 
boards aad then built our ship. A man 
named Van Wagner joined us here aud 
went through the game. He was a law- 
yer in Seattle, but be was made of the 
right stuff. Our ship was about 80 feet 
long and 6 feet wide, aud it was put 
together to stay. It wasn't very pretty 
to look at, but I guess it would have 
held its own against anything this side 
of a glacier. 


"It was beginning to break up in the 


spring, and it was much easier sailing 
than it bad been sled- ing. This lake is 
about SO miles long. We got over it in 
three days without accident It was. 
however, only the calm before the 
storm, since when we drifted into Lake 
Tagus all the furies on earth and under 
it were let loose. It blew so hard I 
really thought the earth wonld be 
blown to pieces. The snow fell almost 
a foot at a time, coming down in great 
sheets and emptying itself into the 
boat We only went three miles in two 
days and were glad of that The snow 
covered up the holes in the ice, and 
time and again we sank into the ice 
water up to our necks. It was part 
sledding and part sailing and every 
mltiute liable to be the last 


"The Tagus Indians have a post at 


tht> bottom of this lake, and we stopped 
a day with them, eating large quanti- 
ties of frozen caribou, which was sick- 
ening in its filth, but nourishing after 
on>> got it down. It seemed as if we 
were eating twice as much as we did at 
home. I tell you I pity the men who 
bare started to the Klondike this year 
when I read the supplies they have 
taken. They will run short before they 
get ball way. There IB no hope for 
them. It is likely those who go next 
spring will find rows cf whito boards 
on both sides of the trail. They arc 
gone. 


Frichtfbl Daager*. 


"If there was danger np to this point, 


then Ijewis river is fire and brimstona. 
It w:is like making a trip over Niagurn 
falls. In the places where it is smooth 
the current is at least T miles an hour, 
aiid in the places where it is rough it 
runs 40 mileg an hoijr if an inch. It is 
filled with big rocks, some of which 
stick up in sight, others of which stay 
just below the surface. 


"A scow ahead of us had seven men 


n it 
All bauds were at work with 


the oars, trying to keep it beuded clear. 
We were coming along faster than 
steam launches. There was a cry from 
the company in front In a minute the 
boat was cut squarely in two. A rock 
had torn through it like an ax. The 
men floundered around in the ice water. 
Part r.f them pot out. The others went 
dov.ii. 
Ail the provisions were lost 


"This v;'.s :!.ci'i> encouragement We 


ran :;uo (bo .^horc; and did all we cculd 
for the poor wretches, and the last we 
saw of them they were sitting disconso- 
lately on the bank, wondering whether 
to try to get out or to prijss on. I have 
cover hoard of them since. 


"There is no man who can figure 


how maisy men are loet each year in 
trying to niuke this trip. Bodies are 
found all :iloi)g the way. They are 
tangled in the driftwood of the eddies 
or thrown up on the ice. The miners 
usually dip a little grave for them, 
Mai;y of thpin do not have any papers 
ou them, and I suppose they go down 
in -the list of the missing. I predict 
there will t'e plenty of missing next 
spriug when navigation opens up and 
the people begin to come cut 


Cold Water That Kills. 


"It seems almost impossible for n 


man to do anything in the water nji 
there. It is so ecld that it seiiius to kill 
in a very few minutes after they got in- 
to it. It makes no difference bow ox- 
pert. a swiniiaer the man may be, 1 nev- 
er paw one. in auy of the rivers who 
could get our alive. 


"It took us 50 days to get to the Yu- 


kon, and wo danced u set with death 
every day The river was utiout a quar- 
ter of u mile wirip where wo entered il 
and flows in such a torreut that wo ln>i! 
to keep near the *!:ore. It is lined with 
rock? and trees that threaten to swamp 
yon, 
but with ilm greatest caution wo 


filially pnllul np at Forty .Mile Post on 
Forty Mile creek. 


"Then; was great incitement at Forty 


Mile when we returned. A prospector 
bad come in from tlie Klondike.- district 
with thu information that, ho had struck 
it rich. 
Tiiere was u wild scramble to 


Bonanza crc-ek, tliu location of his dis- 
covery 
I started the same night, poling 


55 miles up thu Yukon tiefoni noon of 
the nc'.xt day. 
An hi>t;r in tiiac on that

I think the intu with me were 
rtady to throw up their baud* They 
were glad to act as toots on an offer 
that if they would cut thy wood and 
get the meals I would take a run up to 
Kl Dorado and ate what I could find. It 
was about all I could do to &ei my 100 
pounds on my •boulder and get started. 
U was apparently the last chance, as 
tbe grab was out and there was none to 
buy and no money to boy with. 


Panned Out • Quarter. 


"I confess I was feeling a good deal 


like a man just waking tip from a good 
dream. It was a bard mile aud • 
rough mile to the creek, and with a dis- 
couraged heart the tools were unpacked 
and the old pick again wbccked into 
the ground. You can't tell there is gold 
in the ground by the way it looks, and 
[ don't think I expected io find a bit of 
the yellow metal within 40 miles of 
where I was working. There was a 
little excitement in washing the first 
pan, and I tell yon I handled that shov 


full of Alaska gravel with great care. 


The sand gradually ran oat, and with 
close searching I was able to get togeth- 
er about 26 cents' worth of yellow doit. 
[t was a big come down from the stake 
set when we left .Montana, but it was 
the only stake in sight at the time. It 
was that or nothing. 


' 'It was a joyfnl night in Phiscator 


camp that night, if it was not very hoi 
The boys were happy even in their 
bnnger, and could hardly wait for 
morning tc get into the field and locate. 
My claim was No. 1, and the others 
took claims ou both sides. 


"We actually danced up tbo El Do- 


rado about 3 o'clock next morning. I 
think each of as could have carried a 
ton. We forgot hanger and weakness, 
with only very poor wages in sight It 
was our only hope, and we made the 
most of it 


"I went to work on the spot where I 


bad earned the 25 cents the next day. 
[t was good I was of a stout and rugged 
disposition, I shoveled one scoop into 
the pan and began to sift 
I got a nug- 


;et worth $?. It was enough to cause 
ueart disease. The other men did as 
well, and there was no doubt we had 
made our pile. 


"We three were the only ones on the 


creek. We saw there was no danger thai 
our claims were not clearly marked, 
aud then prospected all tbo way up the 
stream, about 30 miles. We found it 
good in spots and bad in others—finding 
at least 30 locations where one was as 
good as the other. 


Rlcben Going- to WMte. 


" We sat iu our tent at night and al- 


most wept that we could not get word 
back to oar friends. We saw millions, 
with no one to claim them. I do not 
think a claim of the 30 is worth today 
n cent less than 11,000,000 each. Tho 
law allowed ns only three—one each. 


"This much for the way we found it 


and the time we had in finding it This 
is the way the gold runs after yon have 
a good claim. 


"It is possible to work the claims 


about 2>s mouths a year. You can't get 
water any of the balance of the time. 
I put in this amount of time on my 
claim and took ont exactly $96,073. It 
was done by myself and two men, who 
earned $15 a day as laborers. 


"It is beyond comprehension to im- 


agine the richness of the soil. During 
the summer we worked over a space 86 
feet long by 85 feet wide to the depth 
of 4 feet. The find was |49,084. 


"The biggest pan ever turned out on 


the claim held $52. Berry, who has a 
claim near by, beat this by picking his 
dirt He got $595 at one sifting. Tho 
nuggets run from flu to $40. 


"It sounds big and comfortable aud 


pleasant, but I want to tell yon that it 
costs all it is worth. 


Horrors of the Climate. 


"There are troubles iu tho. «ir and ou 


the ground aud everywhere. It gets 
down to 73 degrees below zero aud 
sticks there for tun days at a str-.-tch, 
and it is all bosh about tho cold being 
so dry that it is not felt. It is the cold- 
est cold out of doors. It will run along 
at 60 degrees below zero for three 
weeks or a month at a time. 


"It is so cold that tho ground is 


frozen to a depth of 30 f^et It does not 
thaw oct in the snmm*»tirae, even un- 
der the redhot, sun. 
Tho cold from the 


frost comes np through the moss, and 
in the middle, of August tho cold oozing 
ont of the ground freezes the low places. 


"Tho winter days are horrors. Tho 


sun gets up at 9:30 in the morning and 
disappears al 2:SO iu the, afternoon. 
It 


snows all tho time, aud there is noth- 
ing tfi do but to keep from freezing to 
ieath. 


"In tho summer tho sun hardly ever 


gets ont of sight It is daylight at mid- 
night. The sun gots to a point which 
looks about 16 feet above tho horizon 
and then starts back. It never sets. 


"If one likes thin sort of a thing, he 


can get rich at thu Klondike. 


"My advico is, all tenderfcot had bet- 


ter stay horao and live than try to got 
rich in tho Klondike. It 1ms more kinds 
of death than anyplace ou earth."— 
Chicago Times-Herald.

"There is •> strong sentiment in oar 


part of the state for a division of Cali-

"We have in reality but little in com- 


Onr inter- 
eats are quite as distinct from that sec- 
tion as they are from Oregon, and we 
ar« financially and industrially as in- 
dependent as Oregon. Wo alao have a 
new population that is as distinct from 
tbe population of northern California 
as it is from New York, and for these 
and other reasons wo aspire to state- 
hood. There is plenty of terr'tory for 
two prosperous and powerful jtat«s, 
and I think the division is certain to

It seems almost an Impossibility 


for the school board to build new 
school buildings in this city. There 


been a factional feeling among 


the new members ever since tbe ques- 
tion of a new building en west High 
street came up before tbe board, acd 
in one way or another tbere bas been 
continual delay in any action con- 
templating the construction of new 
buildings in any part of the city. 
It 


becama necessary that a new building 
should be erected on north Jefferson 
street, and that an addition be built 
to tbe south Pine street building, in 
order to relieve tbe overcrowded con- 
dition of these two schools. It re- 
quired more than a dozen meetings 
to have tbe matter definitely decided. 
The members bad about come to the 
conclusion that nothing could be 
done, and tbat the same overcrowded 
condition of the schools would have 
to be endured tbls year that was last. 
At the last regular meeting, however, 
the matter was brought up as usua1, 
and the contracts were Scally award 
ed. Every member felt relieved of a 
burden, as t'ue matter which had so 
constantly stirred up the feeling of 
the member* was finally disposed of 
The contracts were awarded and 
signed, and work begun at once on 
both buildings. But there was an- 
other surprise last evening. Eight 
members were present at a called 
meeting last night and all were sur- 
prised to learn that owing to an error 
on tbe part of the architect, Mr. G-auit, 
the contractor for the south Pine 
street addition bad stopped work on 
tbat addition until an understanding 
had been bad with tbe board 


When contractor McKlnney began 


to excavate for tbe basement he dis- 
covered that Mr. Gault's representa- 
tions were at fault; that the specifi- 
cations of Smead & Oo. required thai 
the basement be one foot deeper than 
Mr. Gault's plans called for Mr. Me- 
Einney also had dlsontred tbat Mr. 
Gault's plans for the south wall of the 
building should baye been one foot 
longer than tbey were 
Mr McKln- 


ney stated to tbe board tbat these 
necessary changes would be an extra 
cost of ties.36, and believed tbat tbe 
same should be paid him, aa the plans 
did not call for this extra material 
and labor that would be required. 


The matter was d If cussed fully by 


all the members present. Mr. Prophet 
moved that Mr. McKlccey be author- 
ized to go on with tbe work and tbat 
the board allow him 1168.36 for extra 
work. He believed tbat as it was an 
oversight of tbe architect tbat he 
should be the one to be held respon 
sible, and not the contractor 


Mr. Morris amended the motion by 


annexing the following words thereto 
"Provided, Tbat work Is not covered 
by Mr, McKlnney'a contract." The 
amendment carried, but tbe motion 
as amended failed 
Thus the matter 


was left in the same condition as it 
was at the beginning of tbe meeting 
Wben tbe contractors bid on the new 
buildings there were no provisions as 
to tbe system of heating tbat would 
be used; tbls was added to tbe speci- 
fications afterwards, and It, Would ap 
pear tbat the COT.ractor we^ not the 
oue to 
net bud re-ponslblo for the 


errors. 


Two motions to adjourn were voted 


dowt 
The matter could not be set- 


tled 
Mr Prophet and Miss Di«man 


left the room, and there being no 
quorum tbe chair declared tbe meet- 
Ing adjsurced 


It was, understood by the con»riots 


between tbe school board and the 
architect and tbe contractors that 
tbe architect should «uperlntend the 
construction of tbe work. Mr. (.iult 
bas been absent from the city and 
tbe board has no information as to 
his whereabouts. On Mr Ganit's of- 
fice door, in the O'Connor block, is 
posted a notice saying that "Mr. 
Gault has gone to Indiana and tbe 
time of his return Is uncertain "
